The  following  statistics  show  the  work  done  hy  the  Harbor 
Police  during  the  past  year.  Tiic  steamer  "  Protector  "  has 
been  constantly  employed  doing  its  own  and  the  wc'c  of 
other  ucpartmeuts,  when  for  any  reason  tlie  b>/:its  liclonging 
to  them  have  not  been  in  use.  Tiio  work  of  ll.o  ll.iibor  Police 
increases  from  3'ear  to  year  as  tlic  cily  incioa.ses  in  size,  and 
in  the  amount  of  business  done  within  its  limits.  The  de- 
velopment of  the  various  railroad  properties  along  the  water- 
front, involving  a  corresponding  dcvolopment  of  tlie  shipping 
interest,  and  the  constantly  growing  tide  of  summer  travel 
to  and  from  the  various  sejisiiorc  resorts,  rc(iiiirc  careful 
supervision  on  the  part  of  the  iiolicc  to  in.siirc  public  safety 
and  good  order.  The  Harbor  Police  has  performed  its  vari- 
ous duties  most  satisfactorily  and  with  hardly  a  complaint 
against  it  for  auy  cause  whatever.

The  utterly  useless  routine  of 
compelling  the  ]M;iyor  to  sign  all  tiic  licenses  issued  hy  the 
Board,  and  which  it  i-s  Ixdicvcd  was  the  result  of  an  over- 
sight in  those  who  tlrcw  up  tlic  law  and  ordinance  establish- 
ing the  I'olicc  C'omnit-sion  of  l>oston,  should  be  abolished, 
as  heretofore  rocomnieridcd,  and  the  licenses  should  bo  signed 
by  those  gnmting  tljtm.

Tho  alterations 
proposc<l  to  be  made  in  the  latter  will,  when  completed,  in 
our  judj:iuc:'.t,  furnish  all  the  accommodation  and  coiivcuiencc 
T)C2'\-d  by  the  ofBccrs  .ind  men  The  houso  used  by  Division 
1  is  very  ix)orly  voutilaled,  besides  l>ciiig,  u:;  aocnunt  of 
dcfecis  in  construction,  wholly  inadequate  (o  .acconmiod.-itc 
the  large  number  of  prisoners  detained  therein  during  the 
year.  The  Board  would  again  recommend  the  abandonment 
:ind  sale  of  this  house,  and  the  erection  of  a  new  building, 
with  modern  convcnicncies,  olf  the  main  thorotiglilare,  and 
believe  that  a  sufficient  sum  could  be  realized  from  the  .sale 
to  meet  (he  expenses  to  be  incurred. 

The  new*  s(a(ion-house  (o  J>c  erected  this  3'car  on  the 
comer  of  Bo^'lston  and  Hereford  s(ree(s  will,  when  com- 
pleted, necessitate  an  increase  in  (he  Police  force,  as  the 
officers  now  doing  duty  on  the  portions  of  Divisions  3,  4,  5, 
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and  10  which  will  ho  sot  a|iart  will  ho  reqiiii-otl  at  Ihcir 
rosiicctivc  houses.  The  new  Division  will  inchido  llic  Hack 
Bay  Park  and  a  poilioii  of  the  cxionsion  of  Coinnionwwdlh 
avenue,  besides  a  large  area  of  very  valu!d)lc  and  thickly 
settled  tcnilory.  The  P)Oard  would  respectfully  rcc<)nnncnd 
the  utmost  expedition  in  the  erection  of  the  huililiiig  con- 
sistent with  llic  pulilic  convenience. 

FlKE-AlLMS. 

It  is  gcnci-ally  understood  hy  the  public  that  cvciy  policc- 
oflicer  carries  a  revolver  Mhilo  on  duty.  The  custom  has 
been,  and  is  now,  for  the  men  to  purchase  these  weapons  out 
of  their  own  private  means.  As  a  rcsidt  of  this  exorcise  of 
individual  taste,  every  variety  and  c^dibro  manufactured  is 
to  be  found  in  their  possession.  Should  it  ever  bcc!i;;;e 
necessary  to  nso  such  wca[)ons,  their  inc(Gcicncy  woidd  bo  at 
once  established,  as  the  annnunitiou  adapted  to  one  man's 
revolver  wnnl-.l  'ir  lin^uiicd  to  that  of  his  neighbor,  and,  as 
a  couscquonco,  wiicn  a  pic.-e  was  once  emptied  of  its  charge, 
it  would  l>cconie  absoIul<!ly  useless. 

The  IJoard  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Honorable 
City  Council  the  |iropriety  of  furnishing  the  department  with 
a  uniform  revolver  which  would  remain  the  propert}-  of  the 
city. 

TiiK  SncAjr  Launch  "Patuol." 

By  vote  of  (he  City  Council  the  sum  of  $3,000  was  appro- 
priated last  3'car  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  a  steam- 
launch,  for  ]vitrol  duty  in  the  ujjpcr  harbor.  The  Board 
advertised  for  sealed  jiroposals  in  duo  form  and  received 
several  from  competent  and  responsible  engineers  and 
builders.  On  January  4,  1S84,  the  contract  was  awarded 
to  the  Osboru  Engine  and  Mani'.fr.ciuring  Compan}',  of  East 
Boston,  the;.  Iwing  the  lowuot  bidders.  The  conti-act  pro- 
vided th.it  the  hull  and  machinery  should  be  constructed 
according  to  plans  and  spocilications  prepared  imder  the 
direction  of  the  Board,  for  the  sum  of  $2,325.  Owing  to 
delays  car.scd  by  needed  altei-ations  in  the  plans,  as  the  work 
progressed,  the  launch  was  not  ready  for  service  within  the 
s])ecificd  time,  but  before  this  report  reaches  the  IIonoral)lc 
City  Council  she  will  be  in  commission  and  doing  cllectivc 
woik  along  the  extensive  water-front,  which  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  Department  to  carefully  guard.  By  vole  of  the  Board 
the  boat  has  l>"en  named  "The  Patrol."  She  will  be  one 
of  the  best  and  swiftest  launches  of  her  measurement  in 
our  waters. 
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AVn  niriiiii  rail  vour  ntlcnlion  to  llio  fcloplumc  mid  6ic:nal 
((•Ifi^r:i]ili  S3"st<'iii  now  in  use  in  .several  rilics.  .So  Car  as  ■wo 
arc  alilc  lo  jnilgo  from  jicrsonal  oliscrvalion,  (ogcllicr  ^villi 
)cports  from  (lie  cities  which  liavc  .'ulopted  it,  wc  are  of  the 
opinion  that,  if  introiUiccil,  it  ■would  he  one  of  the  most 
]>owcrfid  aids  to  the  department  that  has  j'et  been  devised. 

Amrulaxces. 

There  arc  three  amhnlances  now  in  active  nsc  in  llio  de- 
parlinent,  one  located  in  Division  4,  one  in  Division  1,  aud 
one  in  Division  7,  JCasl  l?ost()n.  The  lasl-mcnlioncd  was 
located  there  in  Fehninry,  1884.  During  the  j-ear  the 
amhnlances  were  called  into  service  575  times. 

E.XAMINATIONS    FOIt    PlJO.MOTIOX. 

The  system  of  compclilivc  examinations  for  promotion 
inlroiliiccd  hy  the  I'.onrd  last  year  1i:;!j  prodnccd  Iho  most 
.•satisfactory  rcsnlls.  Thirteen  patrolmen  ucre  advanced  to 
ihc  rank  of  seri^eant,  and  nine  serizeants  to  the  rank  of 
■'••uieiKuii,  afior  a  rij^id  an<l  most  impartial  test  of  the  appli- 
cants' knowledirc  of  jiolicc  dnt}'  and  of  the  statntes  an<l 
ordinances  relatinii;  lo  the  work  and  management  of  tiic 
dop.-irtmcnt,  and  every  otliccr  so  advanced  has  proven  by 
liis  conduct  in  his  new  sphere  of  dnty  that  he  was  deserving 
of  Ihc  distinction  conferred  on  him.  The  fact  that  proniotiors 
have  been  made  faiil}",  and  according  to  the  merits  of  the 
competitors,  has  conic  to  bcgmerall}'  admitted  by  members 
of  the  department,  and  has  given  a  fresh  impetus  to  the  study 
and  friendly  rivalry  in  cllcctive  police  work,  Mhicli  go  far  to 
improve  and  keep  up  the  efBcicncy  and  discipline  of  the 
force. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  desire  to  express  their  satisfaction 
at  the  jiresent  condition  of  the  force,  and  are  of  the  opinion 
that  it  will  c.-»mp.'irc  favoi-.d>ly  with  liie  police  dcpartmovt  of 
i!iy  ••ily  in  the  country.  During  the  past  3"CiU'  the  cfliccrs 
and  men  have  cheerfully  iicrformed  tiicir  di;i;y,  and,  in  our 
opinion,  the  department  is  entitled  to  the  respect  and  cou- 
tidenco  of  the  public.
